Woman Radical 
Is Arrested 


SA N FRANCISCO (U PI) — A m iddle-age m other, checked 
by the Secret Serv ice as a potential presidential assassin 24 
hours earlier, fired a shot at President Ford M onday in the 
second attem pt on his life in 17 day s. The President was not 
injured. 


The single shot ex ploded from across the street as Ford 
stepped from the St. Francis Hotel to a w aiting lim ousine. 
1 he startled President buckled as two Secret serv ice agents 
shov ed him to the sidewalk beside the car. 
“ Let's get him in," an agent shouted, and y anked open the 
door. 
T he agents pushed Ford into the car and tum bled atop him , 
pushing his head below the window. 
“ Let’s get out of here,” the agent scream ed, and the car 
leaped from the curb toward the airport. 
T he bullet ricocheted am ong the crowd of 3,000 persons 
outside the hotel and hit a cab driv er in the groin, injuring him 
slightly . 
Police im m ediately plunged into the crowd and arrested Sara 
J ane Moore, 45, an FBI informer turned radical who was 
dressed in m en’s clothing. 
Police said a disabled M arine v eteran had knocked the 
weapon from M iss M oore’s hand before she could fire a second 
shot. 
M iss M oore was arraigned before U .S. M agistrate Owen 
W oodruff on a charge of attem pting to kill the President Bail 
was set at $500,000. 
Secret Serv ice Agent Gary Yauger — according to the FBI 
— said M iss Moore adm itted to him that she fired the shot. 
Yauger said she told him she “ was surprised that she had so 
m uch tim e.” 
U .S. Attorney J am es Browning asked W oodruff for per­ 
m ission to send her to the federal m edical facility in Spring­ 
field, M o., for a psy chiatric ev aluation. 
T his was the second attem pt in 17 day s on the P resident’s 
life. In Sacram ento, C alif., on Sept. 5, Ly nette “ Squeaky ” 
From m e, 26 , a m ember of the Charles M anson sex -and-drug 
cult, allegedly pointed a pistol at Ford but she was subdued 
by a Secret Serv ice Agent. It did not fire. 
San Francisco Police Inspector Gary Lemos said the ex - 
M arine, Oliv er Sipple, 33, of San Francisco, “ probably pre­ 
v ented a second shot from being fired.” Lemos said there were 
still fiv e liv e rounds in the chrom e-plated, .38 -caliber Sm ith 
& W esson rev olv er. M iss M oore had been about 35-40 feet away 
from the President. 
The gray -haired M iss M oore was picked up by police on an 
illegal handgun charge Sunday at about 2 p.m . T hey could not 
hold her because the gun was not loaded — ev en though there 
were 13 bullets in her purse and 100 in her car. 
Secret Serv ice agents at the tim e questioned M iss Moore but 
— according to an official Secret Serv ice statem ent — “ We 
assessed that she was not of sufficient protectiv e interest to 
warrant surv eillance during the President’s v isit.” 
Tfie shooting occurred at 3:30 p.m . Ford was whisked away 
to the San Francisco airport, arriv ing at Air Force One 17 
m inutes later. 
Arriv ing at the W hite H ouse later, the P resS en t said the 
incident would not deter him from taking his presidency to the 
people. 
"If we cannot hav e that opportunity of talking w ith one 
another, som ething has gone wrong in our society *,” the 
President said. “ Under no circum stance will I, and I hope no 
others, capitulate to those that want to undercut w hat’s all 
good in A m erica.”

Mayor Rivo Puusemp and mem tar» of the Rosendale Village 
Board revealed Monday night detail« of a proponed three- 
member commiMion to overoee police affairs in the village. 
A sparse audience showed up at the village clerk s office for 
the informational meeting, called to give board members input 
from village residents about the plan. Both supporters and 
opponents of the commission idea had their say on the idea of 
the commission serving as an intermediate step between the 
board and the police department headed by Thief Kenneth 
Gordon, 
Puunemp said the village needs a group not tied down by 
other matters to take an objective look at the police department 
and to make recommendations to the village Iwiard for its 
conduct. The commission also could serve as a long-range 
planning group for police affairs His call for a commission does 
not imply any criticism of Gordon or his department, the mayor 
emphasized 
As outlined by Puusemp, the commission would consist of 
three non paid members One of its first charges would be to 
make recommendations about what its own functions and 
powers should lie 
Its principal responsibilities would be to 
monitor day-to-day police department operation and to serve 
as its liaison with the village tKiard. 
Trustee Barbara DeStefano emphasized that the commission 
would not take over or run the police department, but would 
serve in an advisory capacity, with final responsibility remain­ 
ing with the village board, which now serves as the police 


commission. 
She also said that "In no way would the commissioners have 
any police fiowers." 
Puusemp said that running the village is a complex task that 
keeps trustees meeting several nights a week on other matters. 
He said thgy did not have the time to devote to detailed 
supervision of police matters. 
Several persons said they felt that the commission should 
have more powers than proposed initially by the board, but 
Puusemp said he preferred to wait and let the commission 
make recommendations about its own functions and lim ita­ 
tions before giving away any village board powers. 
Discussion wandered off to functions of the police department 
itself, with several persons saying that a probationary member 
of the department was riding on patrol car duty without an 
identity card or powers of arrest. 
"This is the very reason why we need a police commission," 
Puusemp replied, promising to check into the situation at once. 
There were no direct references to several refent incidents hi 
the village that had drawn fire from an ad hix citizens' group, 
but Puusemp cut off attempts to criticize Gordon, saying they 
were making allegations about someone who was not there to 
defend himself. Ms. DeStefano said that "this is not the first 
(village! board to put its confidence in Thief Gordon,” 
Puusemp said that the job of running the village properly 
doesn’t leave trustees enough time to devote to proper super­ 
vision of |x>lice affairs. Which is where a separate commission 
comes in, he said.

A group collectively calling 
itself the Anti-High School 
Q uartet — R ich ard Skala, 
Josephine McKean, Fred Hof- 
b au er and Ronald Meyer—is­ 
su ed a press release Monday 
castin g aspersions on Todd’s 
stated opposition to the new 
h igh school, suggesting that 
h is public statements and his 
votin g record suffered by com­ 
p arison . 
Tod d has said he is opposed 
to th e high school— based on 
th e election returns in May 
wh ere upwards of 7,000 per­ 
son s clearly showed their op­ 
p osition—but the quartet says 
th at he voted against dropping 
condemnation procedures for 
land acquisition for the new 


schopl and that he blocked the 
election (by the board) for a 
replacement for John Devine 
when he resigned after only 22 
days on the board in JiAy. 
Todd says now that rather 
than being an anti-high school 
convert after the May elec­ 
tions, he was always opposed 
to it. 
“ There have been two in­ 
stances when I voted for some­ 
thing that resembled support 
of the high school,” he told the 
Freeman today.

line, according to Town of

adequate water pressure for 
the fire hydrants on the south 
side of the creek.

Th omas Kleppe as Secretary of Interior, baffling to 
most Wh ite Hou se staffers, can be traced to a 
personal vendetta of Secretary ot Commerce Rogers 
Morton's. 
Beh ind th e scenes, Morton strongly opposed 
Interior Department solicitor Kent Frizzell’s h id to 
h ead th e department and carried h is figh t to Donald 
Ru msfeld, presidential ch ief of staff, and on u p to 
th e President, With no logical alternative, th e 
Wh ite Hou se tu rned to Kleppe. Small Bu siness 
administrator since losing a 1970 Senate race in 
North Datota. Ex-Hou se members Kleppe, Morton, 
Ru msfeld and Mr. Ford h imself are all members of 
t^ie CCC — th e Congressional Cronies Clu b — 
wh ich now dominates th e government. 
Kleppe h as no oth er apparent qu alifications. “I 
wou ldn’t call it a particu larly distingu ish ed ap­ 
pointment,” says one presidential staffer adding 
th at Kleppe's greatest claim to fame is h aving sh ot 
a h ole-in-one and bowled a 300 game. More seriou s­ 
ly, a senior Ford aide said Kleppe’s real asset is 
h aving neith er a past record nor strong views on 
environmental qu estions. 
In contrast, Frizzell h as been impressive du ring 
two stints as acting Interior Secretary. He was 
strongly su pported by Western Repu blican Senators 
inclu ding Sen. Mark Hatfield of Oregon. More 
liberal and more conservationist th an h is fellow 
Western Repu blicans, Hatfield fou nd h imself satis- 
ified with Frizzell’s environmental positions. 
Bu t Frizzell h ad clash ed with Morton on several 
occasions wh ile Morton was Interior Secretary — 
especially after Congress passed its first strip- 
mining control bill last December. Wh ile Morton 
u nsu ccessfu lly u rged th e President to sign th e bill. 
Frizzell encou raged th e veto 


With Frizzell fitting th e job so well, many 
Repu blican Senators h ave conclu ded th at th e old 
internecine intrigu es of th e Nixon Wh ite Hou se 
persist — .th ou gh in less malevolent form—at th e 
Ford Wh ite Hou se. 


HELP FOR SCOOP 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson’s presidential campaign 
will receive a major boost in California next week 
from old pro Jesse Unru h , a key su pporter th ere of 
th e Kennedy broth ers wh o is still remembered as 
a floor leader for th e anti-Vietnam peace flank at 
th e 1968 Democratic national convention. 


Unru h , elected state treasu rer last year, is certain­ 
ly not th e power h e was du ring eigh t years as 
speaker of th e State Assembly. Neverth eless, as 
campaign manager for Jackson, Unru h brings h im 
significant expertise and prestige. Unru h was vari­ 
ou sly state campaign manager for Joh n F. Kennedy, 
Lyndon B. Joh nson and Robert F. Kennedy 
between 1960 and 19 68 and was nominee for 
governor in 1970. 


Besides h is knowledge of California, Unru h cou ld 
give Jackson a long-desired link with th e Kennedy 
political tradition. Unru h first met Jackson in th e 
1960 
campaign, 
wh en 
Jackson 
was 
Bobby 
Kennedy’s first ch oice to be h is broth er’s ru nning- 
mate, according to Unru h . Except for Vietnam, says 
Unru h , Jackson h as been righ t on all th e issu es in 
th e intervening 16 years. 


A footnote: Before deciding to back Jackson, 
Unru h tu rned down a personal requ est for su pport 
from Kennedy broth er-in-law Sargent Sh river. wh o 
represented h imself to Unru h as a political legatee 
of th e Kennedys.

The Ro d Ro d gers Dance Co mp any , thro u gh cho reo grap her Ro d gers, has o ften 
taken the lead in interp reting African cu ltu re tho u gh d ance. Ethnically , these 
d ances age su p remely fascinating. Artistically , they are p resented with no ne o f 
the u nattractiv e slickness so metimes seen in larger gro u p s su p p o sed ly d ed icated 
to a similar p u rp o se. 
Class co nscio u sness is certainly a p art o f the tro u p e’s p erfo rmance, b u t—as 
p resented by this integrated co mp any o f six black and three white d ancers— 
it mo re o ften takes the fo rm o f ex p ressio ns o f black so u l and black asp iratio ns 
than o f strid ent so cial and racial co mmentaries.

Perfo rmed 
by Ro d gers, who is a big man with ro u nd ed mu scles, and Elaine And erso n and 
Leslie Innis (bo th small, with p ale blo nd e hair and p retty faces), it has the three 
d ancers striking and swishing thin sticks. This no t o nly p ro v id es fine mu sical 
acco mp animent in u nu su al so u nd s, bu t the actio n o f bringing the sticks to gether 
ad d s to the d ance mo v ements and giv es an u nex p ected beau ty to the bend ing 
and u nbend ing o f the bo d ies o f the d ancers. 


Mo re bo ld ly d esigned were “ Rhy thm Ritu al” and “ interv als,” bo th o f which 
u tilized the talents o f the entire co mp any . In “ R itu al,” cho reo grap her-d irecto r 
Ro d gers d o es no t d ance, bu t his d ru m ming and p ercu ssio n wo rk, staged in v iew 
o f the au d ience, lend s p o wer to an imaginativ e p erfo rmance. Again, so me 
d ancers swish thin sticks; o thers acco mp any their mo v ements with bells. The 
co mbinatio n o f d ance step s, instru ments, and masks wo rn by so me d ancers giv es 
a to tal African feeling to the nu mber, which is no t—ho wev er—d anced in an all- 
enco mp assing African sty le. 


While o ne is cau ght u p in the tau t p u nctu atio ns o f “ Rhy thm Ritu al,' it is 
the v ast sco p e o f mo v ement that imp resses in “ Interv als.” Ro d gers d esigned this 
d ance to be v iewed in the ro u nd , a v iewing that was no t p o ssible fro m an 
o rchestra seat in the Play ho u se. Still, o ne co u ld ap p reciate the interp lay between 
gro u p s o f p artners, wo rking in p airs and in co u nterp o int to each o ther. Bu t o ne 
co u ld o nly imagine the “ liv ing scu lp tu ral co ncep t” Ro d gers means it to be— 
and ho p e that, so med ay , o ne might be able to see it fro m all sid es, x 


Also o n the p ro gram was “ Sho u t!,” a so lo d ance p erfo rmed by Tho m as Pinno ck 
to mu sic by Do nny Hathaway . An affirmativ e tribu te to being y o u ng and black, 
it seemed to u s almo st a p anto mine set to m u sic—bu t an elastic p anto m im e 
o f ju v e. jo y and ho p e. The remaining d ance, "Sweet Blu es,” p erfo rmed by 
Shirley Ru shing and Bill Chaiso n was all bittersweet ro mance—so metimes 
d anced with a su btle co o lness and , at o ther times, with a senso u o u s flo w. 
There is no q u estio n that the Ro d Ro d gers Dance Co mp any , tho u gh y o u ng, 
is ex cep tio nally talented and imaginativ e...and no q u estio n that it p lay ed to 
a highly ap p reciativ e au d ience at the Wo o d sto ck Play ho u se, which will be 
co ntinu ing its newly initiated fall p ro gramming well into Octo ber.

Mrs. Dean said in a Redbook

"On the other hand, when a 
person refused or even 
hesitated to do something, for 
whatever reason — his own 
ethical standards, his cons­ 
cience or his better judgment 
he would increasingly be 
shunned and sidelined,” Mrs. 
Dean said. “ The word quickly 
filtered down if a staff member 
would not play ‘hard ball.’ 


"Association with him might 
taint others, so he would find 
himself eating alone in the 
White House mess. He might 
be moved to a smaller office, 
and his staff would be 
trimmed." 


Mrs. Dean, known as "M o," 
discussed 
her childhood, 
a 
brief career as an airline stew­ 
ardess. two shortlived mar­ 
riages and her love affair with 
Dean that culminated in an 
Oct. 13, 1972, marriage. The 
first of two stories based on a 
forthcoming book, it gave few 
insights into Watergate. 
"A staff member who loyally 
accompanied the President to 
Chicago or Memphis rather 
than spend his wedding an­ 
niversary with his wife would 
be entitled to a perquisite (or 
‘perk,’ as such a reward was 
called),’’ Mrs. Dean said.
